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ABSTRACTS 


Fifty-one species of ants in 20 genera and four subfamilies were identified from 
the Seoraksan National Park, Kangwon Province in Korea, based on survey from 
April 1991 to October 1995. 
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INTRODUCTION 


Seoraksan National Park is the highest mountain of Taebaek mountain range, which consists of 
Naeseorak and Oiseorak in Sockcho-shi, Inje-gun, Yangyang-gun, Gosung-gun. The former 
includes Taecheongbong (1707,9 m), Kwanmosan (889 m), Cheonbuldong gorge, Gwongeum- 
seong, Biryongpokpo, Ulsanbawi, and Towangseongpokpo, while the latter includes Paekdam 
gorge, Suryeomdong gorge, Baekundong gorge, Gayadong gorge, Waryongpokpo, Yudalpokpo, 
Ssangpokpo, Daeseongpokpo, Baekdamsa, and Bongjeongam. It is located from 38° 5' N to 38° 
13’ N and from 128" 15' E to 128° 33' E. (Fig. 1) 

It also offer abundant various trees and plants, which provide good habitats for wild animals. We 
have been so interested in the ant fauna of Korean Peninsular that we have tried to do that since 
1990. Of course, this study may be one of them. The present studies were directed toward 
identification of ants in Seoraksan National Park in the hope that the result would offer distinctive 
informations for the ant fauna of Korea. We have tried to cove all areas to get enough samples 


without biased sampling, as much as possible.

MATERIALS AND METHODS 


All the specimens used in this paper were collected from Seoraksan National Park. Ant nests 
being excavated by a spade and moved to white clothes, they were vacuumed by vacuum pump 
modified for ant collecting. The after they were put in Bouin's solution (80 96 ethanol 150 ml, 
formaldehyde 15 ml, picric acid 1 g) and two or three days later moved to 95 96 ethanol. Dried 
specimens were examined microscopically, using Wild M 8 stereozoom-microscope, and identified 
in comparision with voucher specimens from Elmes and Collingwood in Great Britain, Onoyama in 
Japan, Rigato in Italy and Wang in China. Taxonomic keys were made following the system of 
Collingwood (1979). The fifty one species confirmed were listed in this paper including some 
informations of this region.

DISCUSSION 


The species structure of ant over each surveyed course from Seoraksan National Park was a total 
of four subfamilies, 20 genera, 55 species; six species of three genera under subfamily Ponerinae 
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(10.9%), one species of one genera under subfamily Dolichoderinae (1.8%), 26 species of 12 
genera under subfamily Myrmicinae (47.396), 22 species four genera under subfamily Formicinae 
(4096) (Table 1, 2). It was unveiled that the dominant ant species were seven species; Pheidole 
fervida, Solenopsis japonica, Pristimyrmex pungens, Tetramorium caespitum, Camponotus 
japonicus, Formica japonica and Lasius niger. On the other hand also the rare ant species were 
5five species; Cryptopone sauteri, Ponera scabra, Vollenhovia emeryi, Lasius brunneus and- 


Lasius fuliginosus. 
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
